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A CURIOUS STORY. 


The Sister of Tennie Claflin and 
Her Daughter. 


Alleged Poisoning and Other Unsubstan- 
tiated Statements—Miss Rose Burns’ 
Life and Death—Her Mother’s Allega- 
tions. | 


Ty Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New York, September 4.—Mrs.Dr. Sparr, 
a sister of the notorious ‘Tennie Claflin and 
Victoria Woodhull, and who at present re- 
sides in Brooklyn, made a formal request to 
Coroner Martin yesterday for an official in- 
vestigation of the circumstances surround- 
ing the death of Miss Rose Burns, her 
daughter bya former marriage, who died 
two weeks ago while living with the family 
of Mr. De Martine at No. 313 East Four- 
teenth street. Her body at present re- 
poses in the De Martine family 
vault in the Roman Catholic Church 
of the Nativity on Second avenue, 


According to the certificate of death Miss 
Burns is alleged to have died of cancer, but 
Mrs. Sparr eharges that her daughter was 
kept a prisoner in Mr. DeMartine’s house, 
and came to an untimely end by poison. 
Rose Burns was 28 years old when she died. 
She had lived for eight years in the family of 
DeMartine, having fled, as she said, from the 
unnatural life in her mother’s home to that 
of her kind friends. Mr. DeMartine and$his 
daughter received Rose as a friend, when, 
offended with 
HER MOTHER’S MODE OF LIFE, 

she ran away, in 1876, to earn her own 
living. The two girls were of one 
age, and ever since have lived  to- 
gether as sisters. Miss Rose sought and 
found employment ina Sixth avenue dry 
goods store as anembroiderer. By the aid 
of her friend and patron, Mr. DeMartine, 
she also found her father, Ross Burns, who 
proved to bea prominent and wealthy rail- 
road lawyer in Topeka, Kan. He had mar- 
ried after his wife’s desertion, but had no 
children by his second marriage. He re- 
ceived his daughter gladiy. ‘Two years ago 
they met and it was arranged that she should 
yo and live with him remunnety: She 
went to the West, but Mr. Burns died on the 
19th of June, 1882. 

THE BULK OF HIS PROPERTY, 
amounting tv $250,000 real estate,was left to 
his daughter Rose. The Topeka wife, howev- 
er, promptly began suit to assert her rights, 
and the estate got in chancery, where it yet 
remains. Miss Rose had meanwhile returned 
to New York. Here, a few months later, 
she fell illin the DeMartine house, and dur- 
ing nine months of terrible suffering never 
left her bed. Her disease was abdominal 
cancer ‘hat from the first was hopeless. Dr. 
Mark Williams, of No. 257 West Eleventh 
street, his partner, Dr. Vosburg, and Dr. 
Lee, aneminent specialist who acts as sur- 
geon in a woman’s, hospital, saw and treated 
the patient, but agreed that an operation 
would give no relief. Two weeks ago 

DEATH ENDED HER SUFFERINGS, 
A death certificate was made out in regular 
form, giving cancer as the cause 
of death, and the remains were 
temporarily put in the vault, 
to await burial. A will was found, made by 
Miss Burns several months before her death, 
bequeathing all ber propervy to Miss Rosalie 
De Martine, her friend and faithful nurse dur- 
ing her long illness, to whose untiring devo- 
tion and skili Dr. Williams attributes the 
factthat bis patient’s life was prolonged 
months beyond the limit thought possible by 
him. During the daughter’s illness Mrs. Dr. 
Sparr had cailed repeatedly but had been re- 
fused admission, and Miss Rose declined to 
see her. Other efforts had been made indi- 
rectly by the Woodhulls to approach and 
make peace with the young woman. 
TENNIE CLAFLIN 
had written to Mr. DeMartine asking him to 
come to England and see her. He®had, 
with sarcastic emphasis refuSed. 
When Mrs. Sparr learned that 
her daughter was dead she 
visited Coroner Martin and laid before him 
a story of suspected malpractice that startled 
that official. The impression was conveyed 
to him that the gir! had been a prisoner in the 
DeMartine house. Mr. Sparr urged an offi- 
cial investigation apd a coroner’s inquest. 
Yesterday the coroner visited Dr. Nagle, the 
registrar of vital statistics, and conferred 
with him about the matter. It was agreed 
that there could hardly be a question con- 
cerning the correctuess of the facts as set 
forth in tbe final certificate of* Dr. Williams, 
but that the body being unburied it would 
be as well tv removeit to the Morgue, and 
have an autopsy made to prove the facts.

THE DECISION, 

which was given at 2 p. m., is as follows: 

Stage vs. Steller. it having been deter- 
mined in the case of the State vs. Wm. J. 
Lemp, lately decided by this court, that the 
act of March 4, 1857, was unrepealed and is 
sppicabie to the city of St. Louis, but that 
before section 1 thereof (the section under 
which defendant claims to have sold refresi- 
ments other than distilled liquers) can be 
operative it must appear that the er 
authorities bave granted the indulgence 
therein permitted, having been authorized so 
to do by a majority of the legal voters of 
the city. It is now insisted in this 
case by the prosecution that the said section 
of said act of 1857 is inoperative, as 
ordinance 4,869, which is suppose@ to give 
life to said section, is invalid because the 
power of the city to grant the permission 
for the opening of any establishment tor the 
sale of refreshments other than distilled 
liquors on Sunday depends upon a previous 
authorization by a majority of the legal 
voters of the city and that no such authority 
has been given. 

To support this view of t:* case the 
prosecution propose to offer in evi- 
dence a certified copy of the returns 
of the vote cast at an election held 
on the 5th day of April, 1858, for Mayor of 
the city and for and against the sale of re- 
freshments ofany kind (distilled liquors 
excepted) on any day of the week. 

This copy of the returns shows that for the 
office of Mayor there were cast: 

7,054 votes for Oliver D. Filley. 

5,800 votes for Geo. R. Taylor. 

164 votes for C. Campbell. 

3 votes for L. M. Kennett. 

That for the sale of refreshments there 
were cast 5,051 votes, and against sale of re- 
freshments 2,034 votes. 

To the imtroduction in evidence of that por- 
tion of the returns referring to the vote upon 
the Mayoralty the defendant interposes an 
objection upon the ground of immaterial- 
ity and irrelevancy, and insists that the vote 
upen the particular subjeet of refreshments 
and not upon the municipal election 
is the only vote pertinent inthe premises, 
and the only vote to be considered as che sense 
of the legal voters upon the indulgence 
proposition. 

In an examination of theact of 1857 for 
the very purpose of determining the method 
by which the authority of the legal voters 
could be ascertained upon this  sub- 
ject of the sale oi _ refreshments 
the Supreme Court of Missouri (State ys. 
Bender, 38 Mo. 456) says: ‘‘From the words 
and apparent object of the act it may fairly 
be inferred as necessarily #mplied that this 
consent and authority were to be ascertained 
in the usual manner by a vote at an election 
duly authorized and appointed for the pur- 
pose of taking the sense of the voters 
on the — subject.” Under the act 
of March 4, 1857, the sense of the majority of 
the Jegal voters was to be taken in some 
mode, and it was left to the city 
to prescribe that mode by _ ordi- 
nance, the only way in which the 
eorporation could act upon the subject. 
The City Council passed an ordinance, No. 
4,137. providing for an election upon that 
particular subject, andthe Mayor duly is- 
sued his proclamation fer taking the sense 
of the voters thereon. But it does 
not follow that because such test 
was to be made upon a é <day 
when a municipal election was being’ held 
that necessarily the votes pertaining to such 
municipal election were pertinent in deter- 
mining the sense of the legal voters upon the 
refreshment subject, The taking of 
the sense of ihe voters upon the 
subject of refreshments on the municipal 
election day was simply a matter of economy 
and convenience upon the part of the corpo- 
rate authorities, but the municipal election 
and the ascertaining of the sense 
of the voters upon the indulgence proposi- 
tion were distinct, independent and separate 
affairs and propositions. The former may 
be considered a general and the latter a 
special election. 

In the case of the State vs. Winkel- 
meyer, 35 Mo,, 104, itappears that the very 
evidence now sought to be introduced by the 
prosecution in the case at bar was there in- 
troduced by the defeydant asthe vote upon 
the indulgence proposition,and the Supreme 
Court say in relerence to such vote: ‘“Iiis 
evident that the vote of 5,000 out of 13,000 
voters is not the vote of a majority.” 

That this is a properinterpretation of that 
decision is evidenced by what the court sub- 
sequently says in reviewing it in the case of 
the State vs. Binder (supra). Judge Holmes 
in delivering the opinion says: ‘“The evi- 
dence in that case, State vs. Winkelmeyer, 
as appears by the opinion delivered of the 
returns made of the election held upon the 
question of giving authority to the city to 
grant the permission in question, showed 
that more than thirteen thousand voters 

articipated in that election, and that 

nly 5,035 persons yoted in favor of the 
proposition * * * thatthe vote of 5,000 
out of 13,000 voters was not the yote of a 
majority.” lt was hinted in the Winkel- 
meyer case that the vote cast at a general el- 
ection was not the proper vote by which the 
majority of the legal voters could give io the 
city the authority proposed, and this expres- 
sion is more pronounced in the Binder case. 
In this latter case the proof introduced was 
only in reference to the special elec- 
tion upon the _ particular subject of 
refreshinents, and the Court says in refer- 
ence to it * * * “An election of this 
kind authorized for the very purpuse of as- 
certaining the question on public notice duly 

iven was the mode contemplated by the 

-gislature as well as by the law, for ascer- 
taining the sense of the legal voters 
upon the question submitted, and that there 
could not weil be any other practicable way 
in which such a matter could be determined. 
In the ca§e of the. State ex. rei, Bassett 
v& Mayor of St. Joseph 37 Mo., 270, 
where an act of the General Assemifiy pro- 
vided that the Mayor and Council of the 
city of St. Joseph should cause all proposi- 
tions for creating a debt by borrowing 
pmmoney to _ submitted a vote 
of the qualified voters of said 
city, and that in all cases it 
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should be considered in determining whether 
a majority of the legal voters were in favor 
of the same. I am_ referred, however, 
to two decisions of the Supreme Court: 
State vs. Sutterfield, 54 Mo., 391, and State 
ex rel. Allen vs. the Mayor of St. Louis, 73 
Mo. 435, which we rapes’ to maintain 
views conflicting with this idea, but I think 
a reference to these cases will show that 
neither of them arose on _ the construc- 
tion of the subject matter now under 
consideration. In the Sutterfield case the 
question was as to the construction of a con- 
stitutional provision and a statute relating 
to the same subject, and, in reviewin 
this case and comparing it wit 
the Bender and St. Joseph cases, 
supra, the Supreme Court, in the 
State ex. rel. vs. Brassfield, 67 Mo., 342, 
whilst criticising Cass County vs. Johnson, 
95 U. S., 360, says: “That court (Supreme 
Court of the United States) entirely 
overlooked the palpable distinction be- 
tween the two cases of Bassett vs. Mayor 
of St. Joseph, and the Sfate vs. Bender and 
the Sutterfield case, that the former in- 
volved the construction of statutes, and 
there was no question as to their conflict 
with the Constitution, while the latter 
case was determined by a construction 
of a Constitutional provision. Those cases 
might be upheld onthe grounds assigned by 
the court, and the Sutterfield case stands as 
an interpretation of tne constitutional pro- 
visions without overruling these cases in any 
respect. In the Mayor of St. Louis supra the 
question was whether certain amendments 
to the charters of the City of St. Louis sub- 
mitted at a general election were carried, 
they having received more than three-fifths 
of all the votes cast on the question of their 
adoption, but less than three-fifths of all the 
votes cast on the same day, and 
for city officers. It was held that the amend- 
ments were not adopted undera construc- 
tion which the court gave Section 22, Article 
9 of the Constitution of the State in refer- 
mene to St. Louis, which section is as fol- 
ows: 

“The Charter so ratified may be 
amended at intervals of not less than two 
years by proposals therefore submitted by 
the law-making authorities of the city to the 
qualified voters thereof at a general or special 
election held at least sixty days aiter the 

ublication of such proposals and_ accepted 
y at least three-fifths of the qualified voters 
voting thereat,” 

The case was determined upon tiie pecu- 
liar wording of this constitutional section; 
the Court holding that three-fifths of the 
votes cast at the~ election, and 
not upon the amendments, was 
necessary to pass. said amendments, 
because the word thereat was used and not 
the word thereon. In deciding the case the 
court says. “If the framers of the Constitu- 
tion intended that an acceptance by three- 
fifths of the qualified voters voting at’ 
said election on the proposed amend- 
ments would be sufficient to adopt it 
they would have used the word thereon in- 
stead of thereat. I am therefore of the 
opinion that the method intended by the 
Legislature, ass Wve as by the 
act of 1857, for ascertaining the 
sense of the legal voters upon the indulgence 
question was that of a special election on 
public notice duly given. Such special elec- 
tion was duly held onthe 5th day of April, 
1858, and that only the returns of such voies 
as were cast at it are competent evidence in 
this case. The objection of the defendant to 
the introduction of the returns of the general 
election will therefore be sustained.

Suits Against the Sheriff--- Divorce 
Suits---Wills Probated., 


Richard Deutman to-day brought suit 
against Sheriff Mason and Thomas H. Grif- 
fith, Joseph W. Branch and Martin Collins, 
the sureties on his official bond, for $100 dam- 
ages. The plaintiffclaims that the Sheriff 
unlawiully levied upon and seized one share 
of stock in the Loughborough Avenue Brick 
Yard Company, of the value of $100, belong- 
ing to plaintiff, in satisfaction of a judgment 


against the plaintiff and Geo. Llieri, and in 
favor of J. H. Cegenhart, notwithstanding 
that the plaintiff claimed the stock as exempt 
from execution under the laws of Missouri. 
George Liieri aiso brings suit against the 
same defendants fora lke amount and for 
the same cause.

BERLIN, September 4.—The fatal railroad 
disaster at Steglitz has long been appre- 
hended.

In accordance 
with this decision the court ordered the re- 
lease of Lennig from custody, and he was 
liberated.

‘The district In which 
that town is situated is entirely inaecessibie, 
as all roads are obliterated. Nothing from 
Lampong, on the southern coast of Sumatra.

The Lawyers Still eg Eight Hours 
a Day.

MRS. DONAHUE’S SON 
Kills Mike O’Connell, His Step-Father, 
and then Resists Arrest. 


CLEVELAND, OHI0, September 4.—James 


Donahue, aged 25, this morning deliberately 


and without apparent provocation shot and 
killed his step-father, Michael O’Connell, 
aged 55. A short time before the tragedy 
Donalue went to a trunk and took therefrom 
arevolver. His mother urged him to put the 


weapon back, but he threatened to shoot her 
if she interfered. ‘Then:he sat on a lounge 
in the sitting-room, revolver in hand. Pres- 
ently his step-father, a large man, came into 
the house, saw Donahue, and walking to- 
ward him said: “James, give me that pis- 
tol.”” Donahue immediately rose to his feet 
and fired a ball through O’Conneil’s heart, 
then laid down on the lounge, seemingly un- 
repentant and uneoncerned. O'Connell 
walked a few steps and fell dead. Mrs. 
O’Connell rushed screaming out of doors. A 
policeman soon arrived, but Donahue stoutly 
resisted, and had to be very severely clubbed 
before he could be arrested.

No aft4tnoon session of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change will be held until September 10. 

The stock of lard at the six principal Conti- 
nental ports on September 1, was as follows: Ham- 
burg, 10,000: Bremen, 7,000; Stettin, 6,000; Ant- 
werp, 5,000; Havre, 7,000; total 35,000 tierces, 
This is an increase of 3,500 tierces since the 1st‘of 
August, and Is 15,700 tierces larger than Septem- 
ber 1, 1882. For the month of August, 1882, the 
stock of lard decreased 3,200 tierces.——Henry T- 
Kneeland & Co., of New York, write Grier Bros. 
regarding the wheat supply and world’s require- 
ments for 1883-’84 as follows: “The importations 
of wheat into England in forty-nine weeks have 
been 155,000,000 busbels (wheat and flour), resulting 
in immense stocks and low prices. Basing calcul- 
ations upon these enormous stocks, we place re- 
quirements on present estimates of crops as fol- 
lows: United Kindom, 130,000,000 and possibly 
145,000,000 bushels; France, 65.000,000 and possibly 
80,000,000; Italy, 20,000,000 and possibly 40,000,000; 
Belgium, 20,000,000; Holland, 10,000.000; Denmark, 
4,000,000: Sweden, 1,000,000; Germany, 15,000,000; 
Switzerland, 10,000,000; Portugal and Spain, 6,000,- 
000 ;| Mediterranean islands,10,000,000 ; total 291 ,000,- 


000 and possibly 341,000,000 bushels. Estimating 
the availiable surplus of the exporting 
countries also on basis of present 
stocks, and in the view that at 
the current prices consumption will be very large, 
and that what was in the country July 1 last is 
but a fair stock for America at all times, and such 
reserves are not trenched upon at low prices: 
United States anda Canadas, 120,000,000 bu; Russia, 
50,000,000 bu; India, 40,000,000 bu ; Austro- ungary 
(Danube), 15,000,000 bu: Turkey, 2,000,000 bu ; Chill, 
6,000,000 bu: Australia, 6,000,000 bu: Egypt, 1,000.- 
000 bu; total, 240,000,000 bu. It would seem neces- 
sary to be economical in use of wheat, with short 
rye crop.’”——-The exports from the four leading 
Atlantic ports from January to August 25, 1883, 
were 50.130.669 bu wheat and flour, 35,772,365 bu 
corn, 2,804,493 bu rye; for same time last year, 
46.525,604 bu wheat and flour, 10,307,263 bu corn 
and 1,222,119 bu rye. For these articles, this year 
so far 30,700,000 bu ahead of last year for same 
time.——A letter dated August 22, from Onier 
Grandjean, of Paris, France, to R. 8. McCormick 
& Co., says: “During the first half of the month 
we have ae spurtio prices owing to unset- 
tled weather retarding the ingaibering of the 
crops, The delay occurring at suci: a critical 
period made people fear that we might havea 
repetition of the weather of August of last 
year, All fears on this head are 
now dissipated. So far _ fas England 
is concerned the aggregate of the reports show 
that the harvest is likely to be better than for 
seyeral years past; this is especially as regards 
quality, for the acreage devoted to wheatis 12% 
percent below that of last year. The hot, dry 
weather of the last few days has enablea farmers 
to make good progress in garnering their crops in 
gvoa condition, and the same may be said of the 
crops in this country. Here, moreover, we have 
to contend with the drawback of a large stock of 
old wheat remaining unsold and offered more or 4 
less pressingly for sale atthe weekly markets. 
Moreover, as you are doubtiess aware, England 
has, during the twelve months terminating 15th 
of August, imported some 20,000,000 quarters 
wheat and flour, a quantity largely in excess of 
preceding years. Owing to tie deficient system 
of statistics in Englaud jt would be impossible to 
say What bas become of all this stuff, but it is fair 
to presume that a not inconsideradle por- 
tion of it remains unconsumed and will 
be offered to consumers in competition 
with 1883 grain. There is, moreover, another cir- 
cumstance that must not be lost sight of in esti- 
inating the probable course of markets during the 
next few mouths, viz., the excellent crops of 
barley, potatoes, oats and hay, all of which prom- 
ise to be cheap ana abundant with us this season. 
Under these circumstances, wiiile fully recogniz- 
i. g the fact of Ameriea’s dimiyished exporting 
capacity this year, I incline to the belief that your 
markets will somewhat follow the European lead 
and that as your farmers come to recognize 
Europe’s diminished requiremeuts they will re- 
duce their exigencies 1u accordance with prices 
ruling on this side of the water.” 

Late advices from Cherryvale, Kan., report 
that farmeis are marketing hew corn. A car of 
new corn is promised this market on or before 
September 15.—— After a prolonged silence, 
Draper of Cnicago, made himself once more 
heard by firing in a telegram to Gen. Dausman, 
that he couldn't see anything in the Chicago mar- 
ket to stop wheat from going to 90 cents.—New 
York’s stock of lard September 1, was 22,504 tcs, 
against 39,218 tcs one month ayo and 28,284 a year 
ago. Stock of porkin New York, September 1 
w 3 16,480 bris., against 15,384 bris. a month ago, 
and 20,697 bris one year ago.—-T he visible supply 
of wheat at next report it is said will be 25,000,000 
bu.——Parties just returned from Kansas and 
Nebraska say that those States are still full of 
old corn. The farmers in anticipaiiongjof the 
largest crop they have ever raised, are rushing 
their old corn to market as fast as possible. Only 
for ascarcity of rolling stock interfering with 
shipmeuts, it is believed the movemeut of corn to 
the Western markets would far exceed tne al- 
ready heavy amount now arriving. 

Wheat—Futures were off again to-day, and 
for most of the session weakness had full sway. 
This weakness extended to all the markets of this 
country, about all advices reporting depression 
and a sentra lecling as prominent. ceipts 
were again large in all the markets, and was the 
chief eause for the depression that prevailed. 

encouragement was  heid out by 
European markets, as cables reported dull mar- 
kets, without even the steadiness that distin- 
guished it yesterday.

- Ifthe dispatches tell the truth about the 
moyement of large bodies of Chinese troops 
towards Anam, it means & big war for 
France, and more troublesome complications 
for Europe. To prosecute a successful war 
against such a populous Empire as China on | 
her own distant frontier, must tax the re- 
sources and put a perilous strain on the in- 
ternational relations of France. European 
influence is plainly visible behind this hos- 
tile movement on the partof China. With 
armies trained by European officers and 
armed with modern weapons she can defend 
her territory from the rapacity of any single 
Christian power. With moral support and 
encouragement from the Central European 
Treibund, she can make it very warm for 
France in Anam and the complications grow- 
ing out of such a war must tend to develop 
the scope and purpose of the Treibund as a 
combination against an alleged understand- 
ing between France and Russia. If the 
Treibundis a defense of Europe against 
France on the one hand and Russia on the 
otner, against NAPOLEON’s prediction that 
the destiny of Europe was to be all Repubii- 
can or all Cossack, it will naturally sustain 
China asa breakwater against an extension 
of French and Russian influence in the East. 
In doing this there will be opportunities for 
any amount of international chafing, and if 
among them they inoculate the countless 
hordes of the Orient with European militar- 
ism, a new and most formidable factor will 
be introduced into the problems of political 
geography and international law. It is 
about time for the overcrowded Asiatic hive 
to send out new swarms, and with European 
arts and appliancés to aid them they will go | 
and stay where they please. 


SHELBY AND HIS MEN. 

Not even the GuITEAU trial was more 
closely watched by the people of the whole 
country than the FRANK JAMES trial at 
Gallatin, and, mortifying as they may be,we 
capnot well parry the cutting reflections on 
our State that are mingled with the ava- 
lanche of press comments on the sensational 
scenes in which Gen. SHELBY figured during 
the trial. -But some of the newspapers, in- 
stead of confining themselves to just cen- 
sures before which we must be dumb, make 
their commerfts utterly contemptible by such 
wanton slanders as the following, which we 
find in the Chicago News: 

This Shelby was. during the war, the leader of 
an organized band of horse-thieves, a gang of 
night-prowling bandits, whonever knew what 
legitimate warfare was, and Whose most gallant 
charges were made upon unguarded stables and | 
chicken coops. Witen such men ‘possess the re- 
spect and confidence of a large number ef the 
peopie” of a State it is decidedly pad for the 
State. 

This is the old stereotyped statement of 
the Chicago papers about all the rebel caval- 
ry commands, ASnBY’s, FORREST’s, WHEEL- 
ER’s, MORGAN’S and SHELBY’s, and is in- 
excusably false when applied to either of 
them. There was no cavalry command on 
either side during the war that won 
among the soldiers of both armies a higher 
reputation for courage and dash in battle, or 
for genuine hard service throughout the war, 
than SHELBY’s. His men generally are to- 
day leading as honorable and useful lives as 
any survivors of the war. There was no 
command that did not include some robbers 
and thieves, and while a few of that de- 
scription were at times attached to SHeLby, 
itis to be said evenof them that they became 
the most daring, successful and famous out- 
laws this continent ever produced. 

As for the romantic sentiment which im- 
pels Gen. SHELBY to defy public opinion in 
his efforts to befriend one of his old troopers, 
it is ag much out of place in our civilization 
as the tie which bound the Scottish Chief 
and his clansman to stand for earch other 
against all the world, through good and evil 
report. But when two distinguished Union 
soldiers—-one an ex-Congressman, now hold- 
ing a high judicial position, and the other a 
former Lieutenant-Governor—undertake the 
defense of FRANK JAMES, either with or 
without a fee, it is natural that Gen. SHELBY 
should make himself somewhat conspicuous 
on the same side. — "

THE SCLAVONIC SCOTT. 

IvAN TOURGENEFF, the great Russian 
novelist, has died at Bougival, France. 
Sprung of a literary stock, he added a 
luster to a name already well known to 
Sclay literature. ALEXEI TOURGENEFF in 
1841 published the great Historie Russie 
Monumenta, the standard history of Russia. 
NIKOLAI TOURGENEFF wrote La Russie et 
les Russes, and died in exile. IvAN was 
born in 1818, educated at Moscow. St. Peters- 
burg and Berlin. He rose to high office in 
the State, being Minister of the 
Interior for a time, was exiled for 
his liberal opinions, and lived afterwards 
in Paris and Germany. Russian literature 
is said to begin with Perer the Great, but 
Ivan TOURGENEFF is the only figure that 
stands oujgrom the canvas, the only man 
whose fame is cosmopolitan. 

Few but dillitanti know the name of Nik- 
OLAS KERAMZIN, or even of ALEXANDER 
PusHKIN, the Russ Bykon; GoGo. and 
HERZEN aregequally unknown, and those | 
who have heard of the latter only know him 
asa politician and not as an author. TouRGE- 
NEFF struck anew chord in the Russian 
classics. Even those produced in 
this country are very foul. They 
have all the tmpurity of Kan- 
ELAIS, with but little of his intellect. 
TOURGENEFF was a poet, with a poet’s 
fincness. ‘The grossness of his race finds no 
expression in his works, which have Been 


translated into every tongue. His fame be-jeffect a. lodgment in 


gan with his first novel, “Andre Kolosof,” 
which was followed rapidly by “4 Sports- 
man’sNotes’ and “Dvoryanskoe Gnyezdo,” 
which we know as “Liza,” “Smoke,” 
“Spring Flood,” “On the Eve;”’ and numer- 
ous hovelettes, such as “Faust” and 
“Maurvoo.” His works have a quaint 
Old World flavor which is one 
of their chief charms outside of 
their high literary excellence and their 
broad human sympathy. The eminence 
which TouRGENEFF won makes his loss one 


to be deplored for Russia, who has no 


shoulders upon whom his mantle may fall. 

No son of his blood has been left to bear 
his name, and the romance of his love is 
characteristic of the man. ._He and the 
musician GarcrA, his friend, both fell in 
love with the ladv known best to Europe as 
Madam Vrarpor-Garcra. The lady de- 
cided for GarcrA, and TouRGENEFF lived in 
the House with him as a brother. He never 
forgot his love, and he never forgot his 
friehd, and thelives of the three were an 
idyll of affection.and of purity.

“JUST COMPENSATION.” 


The Frisco Railway Company’s 
Suit Against Cheltenham 
Property Owners. 


- — 
—- 


Decision of Judge Lubke in the Case—A 
Lengthy Opinion—The Rights of Property 
Owners Under the Constitution Defined, 


Judge Lubke this morning rendered a decision 
in the.case of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railway Company against tle Evens & Howard 
Fre Brick Company andthe Missouri Fire Brick 
and Clay Company. The Court says; “in this pro- 
ceeding, under afticie 6, chapter 21, R. 8. 1879, 
concerning jhe appropriation and valuation 
of lands for railroad purposes,the Court appointed 
three comimissivnefs, the majority of whom, on 
the 22d of August, filed with the Clerk their re- 
port awarding to defendant, the Evens and How- 
ard Fire Brick Company, $50,000,anU the Missouri 
Fire Brick and Clay Company $25,900 as the dam- 
ages, which, in the opinion of the commissioners, 
these defendants would severally sustain by the 
proposed appropriation by plaintiff of their prop- 
erty. On August 27 notice of the filing of this re- 
port was given defendants. On August 30 the 
Railway Company 

DEPOSITED WITH THE CLERK $75,900, 


accompanying the same witha writien declara- 
tion that this mohey should be retained by tne 
clerk until this cause is finally disposed of, and 
that defendants would not be entitled to it until 
flnal judgment is rendered in their favor, and 
from whichthe plainuff takes no appeal. Upon 
the same day the plaintiff filed exceptions to the 
report of the commissioners, praying that the 
said report miiy be set aside nnd that a new ap- 
praisement may be ordered, with the intervention 
of a jury. These exceptions have 
not yet bese heard, No exce)- 
tions have been filed by the defendanis 
but the defendant, the Missouri Fire Brick aud 
Clay Company, has filed a motion for arule with 
the clerk of the jeourt to pay over to it forthwith 
the $25,900 hereinbefore mentioned as having been 
awarded to it by the commissioners. This mo- 
tion has been argued and submitted tor decision. 
* * ¢ 
THERE CAN BE NO DOUBT 

that the acceptance of this by the owner of the 
compensation awarded by Commissiouers in tle 
first instance and unconditionally = paid 
to the clerk for the ,benefit ot 
such owner, will consummate tbe  pro- 
ceedings of appropriation. The proceedings 
in respect of the appropriation part thereof wil! 
also be held complete aud the company entitied 
tu the possession of the land when payment un- 
conditionally for the benefit of the owuer of the 
amount awarded by the eommissioners has been 
made to the clerk so thal the owner las it j» his 
power atany timeto accept the amount o@such 
award and will, in any event, be entitled to the 
same, togetber with such further compensation as 
upon a new appraisement he may establish. 
Iu such cases the unconditional payment to the 
clerk for the owner is held an equivalent entitling 
the conipany to take possession of the land, and 
is a compHance with that article of the constitu 
tion of the State whien deelares that “private 
property shali not be taken or damaged for pub- 

c use 

WITHOUT JUST COMPENSATION,” 
“and until the same shall be vaid to Lhe owner or 
into court for the owner of the property shall not 
be disturbed or the proprietary rights of the 
owner therein divesied.”’ 

ltis insisted by defendant that the deposit 
made by plaintiff iu the case at bar must be re- 
garded as an unconditional payment tor defend- 
a ts,andthat by bringing this money to the 
clerk the company must be held to Imive accepted 
the award of the commissioners. But the statute 
distinctly gives the company the right to except 
to the award of the commissioners and 
entitles the company to a new appraisément 
if the exceptions are well founded. 
The money deposited by plaintiff in the case at 
bar cannot be regarded us a payment for defena- 
ant witbin the meaniuy of tle statute, because the 
deposit was made with the direct assertion by 
plaintiff that defendants should not be entitled to 
this money until final judgment is rendered in 
this cause from which there sball be no appea: by 
plaintiff. 

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE 
of 1820 provided in section 7, article 13, “that no 
private property oughtto be taken or applied 
to public use without jist compensation.” 
rit did not contain the declaration of our present 
Constitution, that until such compensation shai 
be paid to the owner 6Y into court for him the 
‘hy ooh skhonid not be disturbed or the propric- 
ary Tights of the owner therein divested. Tlie 
Supreme Cour:, construing the Constitution of 
1820, held that “part compensation’ meant ao 
equivalent to be paid the party for the property 
propysed to be .takeu, pot the proinise ol 
one. It has also been held that the ac- 
ceptance by a court of a bond for the 
miyment of the award is unauthorized. 

t would seem as ii the language of the present 
Coustitution was intended to remove all doubts as 
to the meaning of the words “just compensativt , ’ 
by requiring payiment in moiey either to the 
owner or into court for the owner before the 
righis of the corporation to the property can be- 
come vested. 

THE DEPOSIT MADF BY PLAINTIFF 

in the case at bar can be regarded only as a de- 
posit to secure to defendant the .promise of com- 
pensation when ah award = satisfactory to 
plaintiff, or as te wiieh it shail have 
exhausted its right of appeal, shall have been 
made. If such deposit can now be heid to yest iu 
plaintiff the defendant’s property, thema like de- 
posit of a sufficient sum at the inception of these 
proceedings, and before any award made. if 
authorized by legislative act, would sustain a 
similar claim.

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TERRIBLE REVENGE, 


Was That Sought Out by a Hea- 
thenish Tramp. 


Two Little Girls Locked Up in a Mill 
Attic and the Building Fired—A Brave 
Young Man to the Rescue—A Novel 
Fire Escape. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUFFALO, September s.—Mr. Dallas Craw- 
ford of Wesleyville recently drove a gang of 
tramps from his premises. One of them 
lurked around several days waiting for re- 
venge. Saturday be saw Crawford’s two 
little daughters enter the mill, on the upper 
floor of which a play-room had been parti- 
tioned off for them. Following them, he 
fastened the door while they were pigying 
with their toys, and then, descending to the 
basement, he piled heaps of inflammable 
material at several points and set them on 
fire. Soon the lower portion of the mill was 
enveloped in flames, Ingres# and egress 
were alike cut off, and the girls seemed 
doomed to die the most agonizing of deaths.

s@ine of personal enjoywent. Ina saloon 
on Biddie street my inquiring eyes tell upon 
a party of over thirty youths sitting at card 
tables or cavurting around pool-tabies,swear- 
ing like men with beardsand drinking in- 
tuxioants of all kinds with the reiish of the 
trembling tramp who drains kegs and sips 
his refuse nectar from the ragged edge of an 
oyster can. ‘This saloon was on offe curner. 
‘iwo other corners each have a_ liquid 
decoration in the way of a ar- 
and these held young men also 
engaged in handling playing-cards, pushing 
poui-vatis and emptying beer-glasses. The 
usual number of five-cent-cigar-smoking 
loafers fringed the pavements, and a bivock 
away, on Sixth street, was a church with 
services going on, and none but venerable 
men, plous woman and nodding young girls 
or listless children making up the sparse 
congregation. .

On Broadway—the old Broadway I mean 
~from Biddie to Cass avenue, [saw several 
saloons in the same flourishing condition and 
with the same abundant youthful patronage. 
Not only here butin other parts of the city 
were boys beginning drunken careers and 
learning to gamble, heediess of the church 
bejis ringing out for them in _ the 
Sabbath sunshine or the choral 
voices that floated out through the 


stained windows of chapels in hymns of 
prajse to the great giver of this supposed day 
of rest. Oue place in particular | found that 
deserves special attention. It is on Fi.th 
street, neat Franklin avenue,andis a doubie- 
barreled device of the devil’s fur securing his 
prey, inasmuch as it combines all the ad- 
vantages ofa pool-playing drinking-shop on 
the grvund floor, aud bas gambiing rooms 
for men and boys in the second story. ‘The 
lower purtion of the house was thronged,and 
glasses rattled in lively music along the 
counter. Ivory balls were clicking on three 
or four tables, around which moved coatiess 
young clerks of smooth face or embryo me- 
chanics still away this side of maturity. A 
dumb waiter in one part of the 
room kept oing up and com- 
ing down with incessant banging 
and every upward trip carried dozeus of 
foatning giasses of lager. A visit to the sec- 
ond story revealed the secrets of that place. 
‘There were poker rooms filled with youths, 
and something in the appearance of the place 
suggested the probability that games of an- 
other kind, more carefully looked after by 
the law, were tolerated here. A great deal 
oi money in small amounts kept changing 
hands, and the pvlice passed and repassed 
the open doors ‘uf this establishment, heed- 
less of the crime that was flourishing there. 
The mere contemplation of these sights 
was alone sufficient to en “ one with 
the so-called efforts of legislators and 
the lucal authorities to reéstablish 
the sauctity of the Sabbath. § I 
was told by an olkgervant citizen that 
of all the boys in tha? neighborhood who 
jeave their homes well-dressed and with 
bright faces,on Sunday not more than one in 
twenty thinks of attending church services 
of any kind, and the other nineteen seek 
spiritual and other consolation in the wide- 
open bar-rooms. Profanity and obscenity 
garnish their speech, and hoodiumism as- 
serts itself in every word and act. Which 
reminds me, too, that along Franklin avenue 
on Sunday night, from Fourth street to Jel- 
ferson avenue, I saw not only boys but giris 
from 12 tu 15 years old, and even younger 
than 12, ‘standing with ti ht-pantalooned 
loafers, in the shadows of saloon dovrs, 
These are the growing female hoodlums,

AFTER having made myself familiar with 
the down-town Sunday of these alleged 
Puritan times I took a walk out west. By 
way of giving variety to my investigations I 
spent, some time in watching the whirling 
dust-clouds that swept along Grand avenue, 
amid the rush of vehicies and the rattle of 
street-cars. The rolling atomic aceumula- 
tions were thick enough to cast shaduws. 
Biack clothes were quickly hidden beneath 
the white deposit, and men and woimen as 
they rode by in buggies and barouches were 
so thoroughly coa with the subtle Jime- 
stone powder that they reminded me of suv 
many dusty willers just emerging from the 
snowy atmosphere of their places of busi- 
ness.

At the Fair Grounds there was less of it and 
it was a relief to get away fromjthe blanclii g 
articles and find one’s self upon, the green 
awnsin the neighborhvod of the monkey 
huuse.

I went to the Fair Grounds for the pur- 
pose of seeing the Teuton in the full enjoy- 
went of his Sabbath. The Inuependent 
Treubundes were holding a picnic and fully 
10,000 people were within the en- 
closure. The sight was @leasant to the 
eye and gratifying to the heart. 
Here the spirit of rest and recreation mani- 
fested itself. There was modest, innvcent 
pleasure onall sides. Music filled the air 
Irom the brazen thrvats of several bands, 
and fleshy thrvats yieided their harmonic 
treasures in patriotic choruses that sent the 
blood bounding through the veins.

Huwdifferent the picture presented 
er: and that seen in the sa- 
loons and boys’ gambiing rooms 
down town. One was happy conteut; 
the othercrying crime. ‘The arm of the 
law could be well spared at one pla’; all its 
energy and strength were required at the 
other. ;

Ir you want fto @ee a picturesque portion 
of the city, visit Kerry Paich. Nature is 
still allowed to run wild there, in many 
parts; the horses and cows poke their heads 
into the vpen dours of the shanties; the 
pigs grunt and root under the sitting-room 
floors, and these is primitive innocence in al! 
the improvemehts to be found on the squat- 


ter’s property.) Goata nibble through quar- 
ries, and chickens pick up a livelihood iu the 
barn-yards ami alung the dusty streets. 
Il was througha very rugged and rumantic 
portion of it Suuday, and was 
astonished to para that so many families 
were living there in a state that bueiders on 
absolute wretchedness, packed in sinali wid- 
biowa shauties aud sihaiing litte strips of 
land with thequeer variety of stock they 
keep on hand.

Lhe 
citizen Whe is as yet unacquainied with ker- 
ry Patch should take in this Eigh.eeuth 
street show and see Whaj the whole district 
looks like.

FROM CAIRO TO COLUMBUS. 


A Trip Through the South—Thriving 
Towns and Happy People. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

CoLumBus, September 1.—Leaving Cairo 
over the Mobile and Ohio Railroad I trav- 
eled over miles of well cultivated land. Its 
quiet pastora! loveliness gradually prepared 
mé for moré surprising developments, The 
train glides swiftiy southward and a poetic 
Symmetry and harmony has taken posses- 
sion of the landscape. There is no abrupt- 
ness, no startiing contrast; itis the exquis- 
ite blending of nature’s symphonious bene- 
dictions, Thereis a softness and modula- 


tion.in outline that reminds one of the 
Sweeter cadenza which precedes a glorious 
fe Deum. Atter a most delightful ride of 
about two hours, [ arrived at Jackson, 
which, at a point 108 miles from Cairo, and 
bids fair in the near future to become the 
chief city of Tennessee. Deciding to remain 
at this point for one day I .stepped 
from the train upon a broad, 
smeoth platform. and there met several 
individuals who seemed particularly solicit- 
ous as to my intentions, but Il had shaped 
my course, and without argument entered 
the carriage that ministers to travelers. 
‘The Hopper House,” I simply said, and 
away we went for about one mile, over an 
elegant road that would compare favorab! 
with the coucrete or “De Gollyer contract” 
pavement. We arrived in due time in front 
of a handsome brick structure directly in the 
center of the business portion of the town. 

The hotel attache took possession of my 
portable pecnerty with that sang froid pe- 
culiar to his Class, and ushered ime inte a 
large, luxurious room, there to await further 
developments. They camein the shape of 
mine host, A. G. Vay, a deserter from the 
ranks of the St. Louis knigiits of the grip sack, 
and I will say here that this bill of fare for 
ail meais could not be improved. 

Proceeding southward on my journey my 
hext stuppiug place was at Corinth, Miss. 
Tuis is a live and tarifty town of about 5,000. 
its peuple are courteous, kind aud 
obliging. A spirit of business enterprise 
seenuis to have taken OsSession 
of each and every one. Numercvus 
fine buiidings are. rapidly gving up, in fact 
everything is on the qui vive. 

After another ride of afew hours overa 
verdant.tuxuriant country and through many 
enterpiising towns reaching Artesia in due 
time and proceeding toward Columbus, where 
romance inaugurates her sway over 
a large section. Columbus is situated at 
& point eleven miles from the main iine 
of tue M. & U. One can understand why this 
littie city has bevn so primitive, so reserved. 
lt was so long “off the railroad.” I use the 
word *‘was’’ because a few squares from the 
center of the city are gleaming the polished 
rails of the branch which connects Culumvus 
With ibe main line of tue M. & O., for long 
since the engine whistled a merry 
salute and the pe pie’ triumphantly 
welcoined the dawn of tueit prosperity, It 
is a beautiful little city and has been nest- 
ling away from the world, hemmed in with 
its own glories, a quai t little rechise that 
Was never aware of its true loveliness until 
a strav correspondeut of the Post-DISPATCH 
happened this way and awakened its modest 
biushes by his eloquent admiration.

An Extraordinary Battle. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


A remarkable instance of the ferocity of 
bees under certain conditions has just been 
afiurded. A couple of days siuce the Lup- 
sham Horticultural 
Society hed its annuai exhibition at The 
Retreat, near Exeter. Oneotl the tents was 
vecupied by the Devon agd Exeter Bee- 
Keepers’ Association, and amgnz iis exhibits 
was cne which excited a very great deal of 
interest. This was a case contginiug several 
thousand dead drones wbich had lost their 
lives in a sauguinary battie a qupie of days 
previously. A well known @4piarian was 
visiting a friend’s house a day or two pre- 
viously, and on coming to one of the bee- 
hives it was found that there ‘was great up- 
ruar inside. Closer inspection showed the 
ground below the hive to be @overed with 
several hundred dead drones and hosts of 
them were still being brought to the en- 
trance and bundled out by the workers, geu- 
erally by being seized- behind the head and 
dragged along to the exit, whene, as a kind 
of farewell, a sting was given to hem. Ex- 
amination of the slain revealed tte fact that 
they had been severely handied. Many 
were headless, others had lost legs or wings 
or both, and alt bore evidence of rough 
usage. That the bees were very much the 
superior foree was shown by the fact that 
only about fifty of them had fallen in the 
iray, a remarkable disproportion to the num- 
ber slain of the enemy. The bagtle bad 
raged from about 7 in the morning to the 
same hour in the evening, and seemed then 
tv end only with the utter aonihilauon of 
the drones,

WOODCHUCKS.

The Report of a Committee Appointed 
by tue New Hampsuire Legis.ature. 


The speciat committee, consisting of a 
representative from each county of the 
Staie, which was appointed by the New 
Hampshire Legis!ature to investigate tne 
woodchuck questivn, has just made its re- 
port. I[tseems tha tue New Hampshire 
farms are overrun with woodchucks, and the 
farmers were offended because the Legis- 
lature refused to offer a bounty of filteen 
cents a head to encourage the killing of 
woodchucks.. In consequence of the protest 
of the offended farmers the special commit- 
tee was appointed. This isthe way it de- 
scribes the wovdchuck : 

The body even in very young woodchucks 
is inciined to be gray—a very significant cir- 
cumstance in the mind of *vour committee, 
when the tutal depravity of the anima) is 
considered. The predatory habits of the 
animal make it the co. .mon foe of mankind, 
for it is a sneak-thief first, iast and ail the 
time. Like thieves in all climes, the wvood- 
chuck remains securely concealed in its hole 
for a great part of the day. Its only purpose 
in venturing forth during the daytime is: to 
get a goud lay of the land. The w odchuck 
devours corn, vegetables of all kinds, even 

umpkins, and it justdotes on nice grass. 
Vout committee was very much impressed 
with the similarity existing betweeu the 
woodchuck and the officehviders. ‘They both 
prefer to livein clover. Youur committee 
does not, however, regard this pecaliarity in 
any way aS an extenuation or paliiation. 
either for the woudchuck or for the postinas- 
ters. The woodchuck, despite deforinities 
of both mind and of body, possesses sume of 
a higher civilization. lt cleans its face after 
the wanner of the squirrel, and licks its fur 
aiter the manner of the cat. Your commit- 
tee is tou wise, however, to ve deceived by 
this purely superficial observance of bevter 
habits. Contemporaneous with the ark, the 
wvuodchuck has nut made any material prog- 
ress in social science, and itis now too late 
to attempt to reform the wayward sinner. 
While your committee does not wish 
to advance any startling theory relative 
to the hibernation of tue woodchuck, it begs 
leave to say that it Was astrong impression 
that it is a hibernatipg animal. *Experi- 
ments concerning this particular feature 
have been tried in various parts of the worid, 
and itis almost the unanimvuus testimony of 
scientific men that such is the fact. The an- 
imal, so they say, takes is bed about Octo- 
ber 1 and becomes torpid aud to ail appear- 
auces dead. Uufortunateiy for the farmers, 
this interesting habit ouly gues into effect at 
that season of the year wheu nubudy cares a 


Your committee believes that this torpidity 
has nothing t» do with a smitten conscience. 
It has been hinted in some quarters that 
the passage of the bounty law would amount 
to :egalizing trespass, and that farms adja- 
cent to the woodchuck farms might thereby 
become overrun and seriously daimaged. In 
answer to this your cvinmittee would say 
that it is one of the worst of commun foes, 
and every owner who way fee! aggrieved by 
the bands of eager avengers who overrun his 
acres in the chase inust, on maturer reflec- 
tion, remember that his exe wption to-day 
may become his liability to-inorrow. 

our committee has given this important 
subjecta most thorough exatnination, and 
finds the woodchuck one of the worst ene- 
mies ever known to the farmer; and unless 
the Legislature do something to rid the State 
of these animals, the chances are that the 
woodchuck will have thin,s its own way.

SPORTING TERMS. 


Words Which afte Used ‘by Those Who 
initiated. 
London Globe, 

In these degenerate days there is a sad 
falling off in the credit ef those words and 
mer ys tam in which it was once deemed quite 
essential that every sportsman should under- 
stand, In the “art and mystery of hunting, 
as Well as in that ul banking and woodcraft, 
there were a thoushnd specia! expressions 
known only to the initiated, and used by 
them as a sort of outward sign that hey 
were fa viliar with the sports of the field, 
What has now become ail.the terms of 
venerie, upon @ knowledge of which whieh 
knight and baron prided himself, ahd wh 
it was one of the chief duties of the pouts 
esquire to learn at the same time wi the 
exercises of war? In those days each stag 
had its appropriate title in.accurdance with 
the number of antlers it carried,-ur the num- 
ber of years it had lived. Its places of re- 
sort by day and by night were described by 
special name; its track over the ground was 
distinguished by set words frem that of the 
fox, the hare, or other wild creatuges. Who 
is there now, except, perhaps, an antiquaty 
or two, who could give all their names and 
titles? Who cares whether he cun describe 
the path of an animal correctly as_the track 

Nine out of 
ten of the old orthodox phrases have become 
not only obsolete, but ridiculous, aud a man 
would bedaughed at rather than admired for 
producing them at the covert side or in the 


field. Still, some smali number of them remain 


aud seem likely now to keep their place, 80 
long, at least, as field sports of any kind are 
allowed by the bumanitarians to subsist in 
these islands. 

To the list of such terms each kind of sport 
contributes its share; and in each of them 
there are certain expressions which @ man 
must stil! use, or at least understand, unless 
he intends be looked at with contemptuous 
wonder by his feilow-sportsmen, and 
scribed as a ec ckney holiday-maker. It is 
still an unvardonable misnomer to talk of 
the tail or head uf a fux, and perhaps those 
would be most severe in their censure of 
such language who are least able to say why 
ol this animal more than of any otber the 
froutispiece should be called a mask. There 
are still one or two cries of whicua the use is 
kept up in the huntiag field—a sorry rem- 
nant of trat handsome vocabulary of notes, 
vucal and instrumeatal, by whica the prog- 
ress of the chase was signaled in more chiv- 
airous times. Yét whe now knows for eer- 
tainty the origin or noe even of the 
common term “Tallyhu?” I8 it derived 
from the French “‘fayau,” or is the Jatter, 
ax seeius more tikely, a corruption of the 
Eaygiisi word? Has it any conuection with 
tue vid word tally, meaning to correspond, 
and dves-it denote the lact that the running 
of the huunds is nuw plainly in unison with 
the irack of the escaping quarry? Not one 
in a hundred of tho.e who use the cry has 
ever considered what it neans, and not one 
in «a thuusaud has devised a sensible explana- 
tion. ‘There is, bowever, clearly an analogy 
between it aud the coursing term of “soho 
or “see lo,”’ which seems probabiy to be de- 
rived from the verb tu see, coupled with the 
geueric afix which implies an exhortation to 
get furwa.d, add. essed either to man or dogs. 
A suniiar aspirated sound reappears in ¢hie” 
wheu addressed to sporting dugs, and ig ““ha 
ha’ wheu addressed to hawks. It is &nal- 
agous tu the mucy more usual words halloo 


‘aud tue Freien valali, in woich again the 


‘.”’ is the same that reappears in the gpame- 
keeper’s favorite prefix of “‘ioo.” But then, 
suy the etyuiviogists, is nut halloo a deriva- 
tive of the Saxon alhoua., to shout, from 
which comes our common word* “loud?” 
More prubabiy the verb. itself, old as it is, 
Came trou tue exclamation: for in the order 
of tuings, wen were huaters before they 
were grammarians, and gave mouti) to ex- 
Ciamatious before they aspired to deciine 
and conjugate verbs. 

Tne rac.ng and driving man must also 
know ocecasivbally how to avoid the wrong 
t.ough more common word. He must not 
speak of the right or left side of his horse; 
he should not, when mounted, eyen speak o 
his ngutor leit hand. He mill not be par- 
doned ior speaxing of a white horse, or using 
au inappropritte term for one which shouid 
be calied roan. He will excite some derision 
if he describe gpromiscuousiy as horses all 
animals belonging to the chevaline race, and 
snould, if he aspires to be an authority, know 
exactiy when a foai becomes afeolt, when a 
colt is promoted to the appellation of a horse, 
and when, after enjoylag that titled as a 
4-vear-old aud 5-year-old, he advances to the 
orthodux description of “‘aged.”” The shoot- 
ing man has even more ueed to take care how 
he taiks. What will be thought of him if he 
sjeaks Of a “vrace” of ravbits ora “couple’ 
ot hares, of a “pack” of partridges or a 
“eovey’’ of grouse? To be esteemed a com- 
plete sportsman he should know that a nest 
of pheasants avd its contents are called a 
nye or nide. He should be able to give toall 
collections of wild birds their proper defi- 
nition, as a “congregation” of plovers, & 
‘“nidification’”’ of rooks, a “herd’’ of wiid 
swans, a “murmaration” of jackdaws, a 
“gagsle’”’ of wild geese. 


A GIAN fr SKELETON. 
Discovery in Indiana of the Bones of a 
Man of Gigantic S.ature. 

Shelbyville, Ind: , Special. rit 


George Arnold, a farm hand in the employ 
of Franklin Boots, who lives abont fifteen 
miies west of this city, made a discovery 
which has exeited widespread interest in 
this county. The object of this interest is 
the skeleton of what once was a ma of gi- 
gantic proportions, which was uncovered in 
a gravel pit on Mr, Boots’ farm. The skele- 
ton was foundina sitting poxture, facing 
the east, and about six feet beneath the sur- 
face. Some of the bones were badly broken 
by a caving of the bank, but the s«ull and 
some of tbe larger bones were taken out in- 
tact, and from them may be easily realized 
the gigantic stature of the being to whom 
they once gave support. A measurement of 
the skull from front t» rear, the rule passi 
througk the eye socket to the bac 
of the head, shows it to have 
been about sixteen inches, while the 
breadth of the inferior maxillary 
was eight and one-half inches, showing that 
the brain must have weighed from four and 
one-half to five pounds. Careful measure- 
ments of the other bones establish the fact 
that the man, when alive, was not less than 
nine feet in height and large in proportion. 
From the appearance of the teeth, which are 
very large, anddo not snow the slightest 
sign of decay, although they are worn down 
almost to the bones of the jaw, the man 
could not have been less than 100 years old 
when he dred, and of course he may have 
been much older. The*bones of the lower 
jaw are very large and thick, showing an ex- 
teut of muscular developinent in that organ 
which ts far beyond anything of the present 
day. How long ago the body of this giant 
was interred where it was unearthed, or to 
what tribe ot paves he belonged when he 
trod the earth in all the majesty of his 
strength, it is impossible to say, but it must 
bave Deen ages ago, as all the indications 
show that the soil wiere the remains was 
discovered had not been disturbed for many 
generations, Steps have been taken to have 
casts made of the bones, and they. willée
